Russians Reported Sending Arms Into War 


Zone and International Communist Army 
To Battle Japan; U. S. Citizens 
Warned To Quit Tientsin.

A severe battle between Japanese 
and Chinese forces was fought in the 
Nonni river region yesterday. 

General Mah Chan-shan, whose 
troops were in the battle, refused a 
Japanese ultimatum that he resign as 
chief of the Hei Lung-kiang province 
and evacuate Tsitsihar. 

After a night of dodging bullets, 
Americans were asked yesterday to 
evacuate the Methodist mission, hos- 
pital and school at Tientsin. 

An agreement between Japanese 
and Chinese officials at Tientsin, un- 
der which Chinese police were to 
search for rioters in the neutral zone 
near the Japanese concessions, broke 
down. The police were turned back 
by Japanese soldiers. More trouble 
was expected.

Alfonso Bourbon-Hapsburg-Lorraine, 
former king of Spain, was found guil- 


ty of “the crime of lese majeste 
against the sovereignty of the Span- 
ish people” by decision of the par- 
liamentary responsibilities committee 
which made its formal report and ac- 
cusation to the Spanish cortes  to- 
night. 

Accused of having attempted to 
seiz@ absolute personal power, the 
former ruler was declared subject to 
the death penalty, but the committee 
proposed “perpetual imprisonment” in- 
stead, if Alfonso ever steps foot on 
Spanish soil. 

The ex-Spanish king was found 
guilty of “heading a military rebellion 
destined to convert the form of rep- 
resentative government into absolute 


personal power, and thereby, during 
seven years, depriving the people | 
of their fundamental liberties and/| 
rights.” 

The committee cites “the king’s un- 
restrained inclination toward absolute 
power from the dawn of his reign,”

Survivors of Sea 
|| Snatched From Death on Caribbean 


| Traged ;

BALBOA, Canal Zone, Nov. 
(/)—Bearing a tale of disaster and 
heroism, the master and 10 men of 
the Costa Rican schooner Baden Ba- 
den were snatched from the waters 
of the Caribbean today and were 
bound back toward Cristobal tonight 
aboard the minesweeper U. S. S. 
Swan. 

The captain of the Swan wirelessed 
here that the seamen had been res- 
cued from an open lifeboat off the 
coast of Colombia, and would be 
landed at 9 o’clock tomorrow morn- 
ing. Five of the complement had been 
lost, he reported, and Captain Hewitt 
Waltern of (1757 Old Shed road), 
Mobile, Ala., was suffering from con# 
tusions to his back and possible in- 
ternal injuries. 

The vessel foundered Monday after- 
noon in heavy seas. The crew took to 
lifeboats and liferafts with the excep- 
tion of the two owners, Hans J. Lau. 
of Punta Arenas, Costa Rica, and 
Adolph Schonek, of Hamburg, Ger- 
many. They refused to leave the sink- 
ing ship and went to a watery grave. 
How the others met their deaths was 
not revealed. 

During a storm which raged along 
the isthmus and the north coast of 
Colombia on Monday tte cargo shifted 


ae 


and the pumps went out of order, 
causing the vessel to sink within 20 


mniutes, Without food and with only 
rain for water, the crew drifted for 
three days until they were picked up 
bythe Swan. Twenty minutes after 
the vessel went down the drifting sur- 
vivors were sighted by a Pan-Ameri- 
can pilot, but he could not take them 
aboard because of the roughness of 
the sea. ; 

When the Swan came alongside, 
Captain Walter was carried aboard on 
a stretcher. Those rescued gave thanks 
for their delivery. They were bathed 
and given soup, cigarets and clothes 
by the crew of the Swan. It was ex- 
plained that the master was injured 
when a timber fell on his back as he 
was abandoning ship. 

The three other victims were two 
Peruvians and a Costa Rican. Among 
those saved was Guillermo Castilla, 
an employe of the Colombian govern- 
ment, who apparently was a pas- 
senger. The details were radioed here 
by Lieutenant George B. Evans, com- 
manding the Swan.

NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—Heavy

The break in Central had a most 
depressing influence on the whole 
market, the pivotal stocks being of- 
fered in liberal volume right up to 
the close of trading when prices were 
around the lowest. Professional bear 
operators were helped by a decline in 
the price of wheat of about 2 cents a 
bushel, although silver was higher. 

Stock of the New York Central has 
been the object of considerable sell- 
ing recently because of the company's 
poor earnimgs. Considerable discus- 
sion is heard as to whether the com- 
pany, in view of large banking loans, 
would be able to maintain the pres- 
ent dividend of $4 a share annually. 
RAILROAD CONFERENCES. 

The Street has been hoping for a
